Resources of the Philippines Re* 
ported to the Government 
by Admiral Dewey. 


THE VALUABLE DEPOSITS 


A re Found In Only About a Score of 
th e Several H u n d r e d Islands ('(Mil 
A nalagous to T hat of J a p a n — M any 
Different K inds o f M inerals, Am ong 
W hich Is Gold. A re Found. 


Washington, Nov. 2.—Admiral Dewey 
has forwarded to the. navy department 
a memorandum on mineral resources of 
the Philippine* prepared at the admiral’s 
request by Professor George F. Becker 
of the United States geological survey. 
Professor Becker made considerable re­ 
searches aud eomralt<*d all the available 
authorities. Only about a score of the 
•everal hundn*d islands, he says, are* 
known to contain deposits of valuable 
minerals. He includes a table showing 
the numeral hearing islands and their 
resources. 
This table follows: 
Luzon—Goal, gold, copper, lead, iron, 
sulphur, marble, kaolin. 
CatoandtianeM, Si I my an, Bohol and 
Pauonan—Gold only. 
Marimducue—Lt^ad and silver. 
Mindora—Goal, gold and copper, 
Carramy, Baton, Ha pu Rn pa, Semar- 
•ra, Negros—Coal only. 
Masb»*te—(Joel and copper. 
Romblon—Marble. 
Samara—Coal and gold. 
Panay—Coal, oil, gas, gold, copper, 
Iron and perhaps m«*rcury. 
Bi! I ram—Suljhur only. 
Leyte—Coal, oil aud perliaps mercury*. 
Cebu—Cool, cal, gas, gold, lead, silver 
and iron. 
Mindanao—Coal, gold, copper and 
platinum. 
Bain Archipelago—Pearls. 
Of the coal, Mr. Bic ker says that it is 
analagous to the Japanese coal and ti tat 
of Washington, but not to that of the 
Welsh or Pennsylvania coals. It might 
better be characterized as a highly car­ 
bonized lignite, likely to contain mach 
sulphur as iron pyrites, rendering them 
apt to spontaneous combustion and in­ 
jurious to boilerplates. 
Nevertheless, 
be says, when pyritous seams are' avoided 
and the lignite is properly handled it 
forms a valuable fuel, especially for lo 
cal consumption.
